More Warships for Russia. 

Berlin.—According to the National 
^.eituiig, the new Russian Asiatic 
squadron will leave for the l*’ar Hast 
between August 15th and 20th. It 
will consist of eight battleships, three 
Srst-class; two second-class cruisers, 
the dispatch boat Sozetlana and more 
than a dozen auxiliary cruisers, ton 
if which have been taken from the 
L51aek Sea volunteer fleet. These lat¬ 
ter have a speed of from eighteen 4o 
twenty knots. Enormous quays are 
being constructed at Cronstadt. 


HAPPENINGS OF THE PAST WEEK 

Current Events Related in Dispatches 
From Many Correspondents In 
Various Parts of 
the West. 

Charles E. Harding has boon ap¬ 
pointed Postmaster at Vaughn, Kern 
county. 

Commencing June 1st, the salnry of 
the Postmaster at Redlands Iihs been 
increased from 82000 to 82700. 

Professor James Owen Griffin of the 
department of German at Stanford 
University, has been chosen to give 
the unuiial commencement address at 
the Delaware Academy of Delhi, New 
York. 

In a cave-in on the 2000-foot level 
of the Mountain Consolidated mine at 
Butte, Mont., Peter Gobo was killed 
and Steve Gorshe was seriously injur¬ 
ed. The men wore buried for about 
an hour. 

Ernest Lumpkin, aged 11, was run 
over and killed by a street car in Bel¬ 
lingham, Wash. His ten-year-old 
playmate, Joseph Hill, had his leg 
broken and his foot terribly crushed, 
but will recover. 

George Renuick, a mining man 
known all over California, died sud¬ 
denly at the Western Hotel, Marys¬ 
ville, last week, supposedly of heart 
trouble. He was about 158 years of 
age and leaves a family at Redwood 
City. 

Tom Armstrong, the king of the 
Arizona cattle thieves, has been sen¬ 
tenced to spend five years at Yuma 
Penitentiary and • has been taken 
there. He served one torm as Sheriff 
of Gila county and was prominent in 
Democratic politics in Arizona before 
bis fall. 

The lifeless body of a man, aged 
about :S5 years, who registered at the 
Arcade Hotel, Los Angeles, as E. I>. 
Smith of Chicago, was found in bed. 
Death had been self-inflicted by in¬ 
haling gas through a rubber tube. In 
a letter found in the room ill health 
aud despondency were given as the 
reason for the suicide. 

f or trying to sell a bicycle alleged 
to have been stolen, at the very place 
where it find originally been bought, 
Samuel Morehead Jr., son of a watch¬ 
man at the University of California, 
was arrested last week and booked at 
the County Jail on a charge of lar¬ 
ceny. He is now out on 81000 bail, 
furnished by Robert Carter and John 
Gowan. 

The Weather Bureau in San Fran¬ 
cisco will issue a daily wheat and fruit 
crop service. These reports will bt 
of great benefit and assistance to the 
farmers anil fruitgrowers of the coun¬ 
try, giving, as they will, the condi¬ 
tion aud progress of the crops from a 
number of districts. These reports 
will be issued daily for the next three 
months. 

Hiram Crabtree, a noted character 
of the early days of the State of 
Washington, has been found dead in 
his cabin near Miles City, Montana. 
The father of Crabtree was responsi¬ 
ble for the Y akima Indian war in 18515, 
braining an Indian chief with an ax 
handle becaues the latter attempted 
to :lrivQ him off a tract of land he 
had settled upon. 

Norman Williams, convicted mur¬ 
derer of Alma Nesbitt and her moth¬ 
er, appeared in court in The Dalles, 
Or., before Circuit Judge Bradshaw 
and was sentenced to be hanged. The 
execution was fixed for Friday, July 
22, 1904. No motion for a new trial 
was made, but counsel for defendant 
has expressed his intention of appeal¬ 
ing to the Supreme Court. 

The City Council of Los Angeles at 
a special session completed the pur¬ 
chase of the works of the Los Angeles 
aud Westside Water companies of the 
city by ordering the payment of the 
purchasing price, 8H.‘57,500. The issue 
of city bonds for that amount was ta¬ 
ken at their face value by the Farm¬ 
ers’ aud Merchants’ Bunk. The city 
now owns its entire water works sys¬ 
tem. 

A merger of the Sperry Flour Com¬ 
pany, the largest flour manufacturing 


firm on the Pacific Coast, and the Ta 
coma Warehouse aud Elevator Com¬ 
pany, one of the chief grain-exporting 
companies of the Northwest, has been 
affected. The name of the new orga¬ 
nization is not yet determined. The 
company will immediately erect a 
mill in Tacoma, with a capacity of 
, 1000 barrels per day. 

A story comes from Asotin county, 
Washington, that the lisb of the Snake 
river are eating alfalfa like pigs and 
cattle. During the last ten days the 
Snake river went above the ordinary 
! water mark for a hundred miles be¬ 
fore it reaches the Columbia river. 
Many alfalfa fields along the banks 
: were covered. When the water had 
become sufficiently high for the fish 
to swim great numbers of carp made 
their appearance on the Helds and 
proceeded to eat alfalfa and fatten 
like so many swine. 

His faithful bulldog saved the life 
of W. Ziegler of Canby, Or, from at¬ 
tack by a vicious hog. Ziegler was 
out in the woods gatheriug cascara 
bark, when without warning the hog 
rushed upon him. Ho was hurled to 
the ground and, unable to save him¬ 
self, was gashed aud bitten in a hor¬ 
rible manner. The bulldog was some 
distance awuy when the hog made its 
! attack, but valiantly ran to the rescue 
of his master. Hog nnd bulldog 
I fought a duel while Ziegler lay on the 
ground bleeding in a dozen places. 
Finally the dog drove away the hog, 
which was afterward killed by Zeigler. 

Mrs. Amuudu W. Reed, who died at 
, Pasadena, Cal., a few days ago, has 
provided in her will for the founding 
of an institution in Portland, Or., to 
tie known as Reed Institute, in mem¬ 
ory of her husband, the late Simon 
G. Reed, a pioneer and capitalist of 
that city. The bequest will amount 
to about 82,000,000. Her will specifics 
that the institute shall combine in¬ 
struction in the fine arts and sciences 
and manual training, and that it shall 
be conducted with especial regard to 
the needs of young men and young 
women compelled to earn their own 
living. 

Colonel Hamilton, the British Gov¬ 
ernment's special commissioner to the 
Chinese Government, has arrived at 
Victoria, 15. C., on the steamship Em 
1 press of China, af'.er successfully ne¬ 
gotiating with the Chinese Govern¬ 
ment for the sending of upward of 
half a million coolies to work in the 
South African diamond and gold 
mines. Some days before the Em¬ 
press left Hongkong, a mutiny broke 
out among the coolies in their big pen 
on the Kow Loon side. They were 
dissatisfied with the conditions under 
which llioy were to lie deported, and 
began to smash things. The troops 
were called out and the mutiny was 
suppressed. A number of coolies were 
injured in the melee. 

FATALLY GORFD BY A MAD BULL. 

Wife and Yon Comes to Farmer’s Aid in 
His -Struggle With the Animal. 

Seattle.—F. X. Labounty, a pio- 
neor, lies at his home with broken 
ribs and internal injuries which will 
probably cause his death. He was 
gored by a mad bull. The bravery of 
his wife, *50 years old, and his son 
Noah, 11, saved him from u horrible 
death on the horns of the vicious 
brute. Labounty went to feed the 
animal, taking a club instead of a 
pitchfork, his usual weapon. The 
bull immediately attacked, with a 
hollow that fortunately attracted at¬ 
tention. Labounty was hurled fifteen 
feet in tlie air. When his wife and 
son rushed to the rescue the bull was 
standing over him ready for a second 
attack. 

Mrs. Labounty fearlessly rushed up 
to the beast and grabbed both of his 
horns in her hands. Whether by shine 
unnatural strength or because the 
bull was taken by surprise, she forced 
his head back and made him buck off 
the prostrate man. The hull had sha¬ 
ken loose the hold of the brave little 
woman when Noah Labounty made 
his attack. It was none too soon, for 
in another instant the woman would 
have been tossed in the air. Noah 
drove the prongs of the fork deep into 
the side of the bull. The old man 
crawled out of the inclosure. The 
boy had a desperate fight, jabbing the 
bull repeatedly, and finally managed 
to reach the gate in time to escape. 

Immense Gold Output. 

Seattle.—Advices received here from 
Dawson say that since sluicing began 
in the Klondike, a royalty has been 
1 paid on 55,7515 ounces of gold, or 
nearly two tons. This is the largest 
amount ever produced up to June 1st 
in this district. Last year only 11,000 
ounces were taken out in a similar 
period.

IOYALTO MOTHERS OF HISCMILDREN 

Says in a Speech to Young People That 
He is Ready to Undergo Any 
Farthly Hardship For Those 
He Loves. 


ANARCHY RUNS 'FISH CULTURE 

R OT IN COLORADO IN ARGFNTINE 


Salt Lake.—In the course of a re¬ 
markable speech to the young people 
of his church, at a conference of the 
Mutual Improvement Association, 
President Joseph F. Smith of the 
Mormon church gave his attention to 
the marriage relation. Speaking of 
his own polygamous state, lie said : 

“I dure not and will not cast aside 
those to whom God in his infinite wis¬ 
dom has joined me for time and eter¬ 
nity. 1 dare not and will not cast 
aside the mothers of my children. If 
I did l should be forever damned and 
be forever deprived of the companion 
ship of God, my wives, my sons, my 
daughters aud all those most dear to 
me throughout eternity. 

“1 would not shrink from exile, ini 
prisoumeut or any earthly hardship 
that might come to me in fulfilling 
my duty to God and man. When it 
comes, however, to throwing aside all 
hope of future happiness, all expecta¬ 
tion of continued union with those 1 
love, 1 will not make such a sacrifice. 

1 dare not and cannot; but, rather, I 
will be true to my duty, true to my 
trust, true to my God, my wives, my 
children. 

‘‘I want to impress upon you the 
sr** . Afess and hallowed ness of the 
marriage relation. I would as soon 
think of ridiculing the attributes and 
holiness of God as to make light or 
joking allusions to my marriage ties. 

“Another most despicable custom 
prevalent through the world is that of 
holding up the mother-in-law to ridi¬ 
cule and contempt. Now, I want to 
say that the best friends I over had 
were my mothers in law. I loved and 
honored them and shall ever hold 
their memory sacred. They were true 
women and worthy of their daugh¬ 
ters.” 

CANADA MINES IN BIG MEKGER. 

Plan to Form Combine of Properties 
With Large Capitalization. 

Portland, Or.—A special dispatch 
to the Telegram from Vancouver, 15. 
G., says: A sensation was sprung on 
the mining community of British Co¬ 
lumbia by the announcement of nego¬ 
tiations for the amalgamation of tho 
Le Roi, Center Star and War Eagle 
mines of Rossland. Their combined 
capitalization is over 810,000,000. 

The merger is being promoted in 
London, England, where is located 
the heHd office of the Le Roi. The 
other mines are owned by Toronto 
stockholders. The Lo Roi is famous 
because of its snlo for 85,000,000 by 
the Spokane owners to Whitaker 
Wright, the English promoter who re¬ 
cently committed suicide. 

Managing Director McMillan is now 
in Rossland, continuing the merger 
negotiations with President lilack- 
stock of the other properties. If it 
goes through it will lie the greatest 
deal in the annals of Canadian min¬ 
ing. __ 

More Men for Far Ea»t. 

St. Petersburg.—The Emperor lias 
issued an edict mobilizing the First 
Army Corps, a portion of which is 
stationed in St. Petersburg and vicin¬ 
ity. General Meindorff will command. 
This edict will be followed by the 
mobilization of tho Fifth and Sixth 
Army Corps of the Volga region. 
Probably nearly a mouth will elapse 
before these corpH are ready to start. 
In the meantime the Siberian railroad 
will be taxed to its utmost capacity 
in taking out the Tenth and Seven¬ 
teenth Corps, now moving. 


Soldiers and Union Men Clash 
and Several Deaths 
Follow, 

Denvei.—A reign of terror, brought 
on by a diabolical dynamiting plot, 
followed by rioting and an assault up- 
1 on the militia, exists in the Cripple 
Creek mining district. Armed men 
throng the streets and militiamen are 
I marching hither and thither, making 
! arrests by the wholesale. A number 
of union miners have been placed in 
the military “bull pen” and others 
are being gathered in at frequent in¬ 
tervals. City and county officials 
have been compelled to resign their 
offices because of their reputed union 
sympathies. 

\s nearly as can be estimated 22 
men are dead and u score or more 
wounded as a result of the events 
leading up to the conditions deserib 
i ed. Beginning with Monday morn 
ing, when an infernal machine, scl 
under the station platform at Find 
ley, on the line of tho Florence and 
Cripple Creek Railroad, was touched 
off anil a number of non-union men. 

! who wore waiting for a train, were 
soul into eternity and others horribly 
mangled, conflicts followed thick and 
fast. They culminated in a riot at a 
mass meeting, where bullets flew and 
at least cue was killed and a number 
wounded. 

| Later, as n company of militia was 
marching past union headquarters 
pursuing its search for union miners, 

! it was fired upon by armed men con¬ 
cealed in Union Hall. Tho soldiers 
i stormed the building and from last 
1 accounts seven unionists were shot 
dead in their trucks. The remainder 
lied precipitately, blood streaming 
from tho wounds of many. 

Monday’s outburst had its incep¬ 
tion in the strike of the members of 
the Western Federation of Miners 
more than a year ago, when 4000 men 
quit work for the purpose, primarily, 
of enforcing an eight-hour day. This 
I action so incensed the mine owners 
that they declared war on unionism, 
i and the breach lias grown wider with 
j tho passage of time. Considerable 
lawlessness has prevailed in the strike 
ridden districts and unionists have 
been brought to trial on numerous 
charges. They were invariably ao- 
( quitted. 

Independence, Colo.—All of those 
( injured in the dynamite outrage here 
and the rioting in Victor are reported 
doing well. No definite clew, it is 
understood, has been obtained 
through the bloodhounds which weie 
started on the trail of the persons 
who placed the infernal machine iin 
dor the station at Independence. 

While the tension is tightly drawn 
and the whole district lias taken sides 
in tho bitter feeling existing between 
the Mine Owners’ Association and the 
unionists, it is believed that a clash 
will Lo averted, for tho reason that 
most, if not all, of the union leaders 
are in durance. Tho streets of this 
I city are constantly patrolled by citi¬ 
zens and soldiers. 




Our Government Aids the Re¬ 
public in the Propagation 
of Finny Tribes. 

St. Johns bury, Vt.—John B. Tit- 
conib, of the division of fish culture 
in the National Fisheries Bureau, has 
reached his home after a nine months’ 
stay in Argentine, where he was sent 
by tho Government to aid the admin¬ 
istration of that republic in tho intro¬ 
duction and propagation of salmon 
and trout. 

Titcomb operated mainly at Lake 
Nahuelsuupi, the headwaters of the 
rivers Limny and Nigro, where a 
hatchery was built. . For the purposes 
of this hatchery the United States 
Government luul shipped to Argentine 
1,000,000 whitefish eggs, 100,000 great 
lake trout and 50,(100 brook trout anil 
laud lock salmon. E. T. Button of 
Colorado, who accompanied Titcomb 
as his assistant, will remain in idle re¬ 
public’s service for five years. 

Titcomb inis recommended tho in¬ 
troduction also of both small and 
large mouth bass into the streams 
and lakes of the warmer regions of 
Argentine, as there are no game fish 
in the waters of that country. 

The aim is to introduce tho salmon 
into the southern waters of Argcntitiw 
and stock the waters of Lake Nahuet- 
suapi with brook trout. Fifty thi*i- 
saud steelhcad trout, eggs from Cali¬ 
fornia and the State ot Washington 
will be shipped to Argentine this 
week. 


Investigating Armenian Massacres. 

l’aris.—The Foreign Office has tn'vii 
informed of the arrival of tho Russian 
consul who took part in the investign 
tion of the recent Armenian massa¬ 
cres. Tho French and British consuls 
who participated in the investigation 
have not yet returned. Therefore, 
the Foreign Office doubts the correct 
| ness of a Constantinople dispatch 
: here saying that the consuls unite in 
! reporting that 5000 Armenians vrt’-re 
massacred during the recent conflicts 
between Turks and Armenians. 

Arbitration Treaty Signed. 

Lisbon. —A treaty ot arbil ration hits 
boon signed between Spain and Poiiu 
gal. it. conforms with article 19 of 
Tho Hague Convention.

It is stated that 
Secretary of State Hay has given the 
matter of extradition his personal at, 
tentiou and that the Mexican authori¬ 
ties have requested that the Ryan wo¬ 
man should lie turned over to them as 
a concession for tho surrender by 
Mexico of Charles Kratz, wanted in 
St. Louis for Hlloged boodling. 

Killed By an Electric Car. 

Los Angeles.—James W. Somers, a 
resident of Hollywood, a suburb of 
this city, waH struck by an electric 
car near his home and killed. He was 
; crossing the electric railroad tracks, 
(and, being deaf, did not hear the up 
proachlng car. Somers was 71 years 
of age, and from 1863 to 1895 wus a 
pension examiner at Washington, part 
ot the time chief examiner. He was a 
friend of President Lincoln, having 
known him in Springfield, Ill., and 
later at Washington.

WHAT SEA SERPENTS ARE 

Monsters that Have Survived Most of 
Tlieir Species. 

Professor Charles L. Edwards, of 
Trinity College, told the Hartford Sci 
entitle Society recently a lot about the 
sea serpent and had shown on a screen 
pictures of the monsters calculated to 
scare utt innocent youngster out of a 
year’s growth. Unfortunately, none of 
the pictures was an actual photograph, 
but the lecturer seemed to tend to the 
belief that there was something doing 
in the monster line, and Rev. James 
Goodwin, tlie president of the society, 
said at the close of the lecture Hint he 
for one believed more In the thing than 
he had before. As to how great that 
previous belief had been lie did not 
say. 

Professor Edwards in the first part 
of his lecture had thrown on the screen 
pictures of sea monsters as represented 
in years past, lie explained in his talk 
that, while in* spoke of "sea serpents." 
the so-called and oft-repeated sea ser¬ 
pent could not he a big snake, but 
some other kind of a monster (if it was 
anything). As back as far ns Job men¬ 
tion is made of a great leviathan and 
accounts of some great things are 
found in all early histories. One myth 
seems to have come from a sperm 
whale and another from the squid. 
Even the Indians had a belief in a 
monster serpent and thought one lived 
in the great lakes and broke up the 
ice in the winter when it became irri¬ 
tated. 

Professor Edwards gave u long list 
of dates when the great sea serpent 
has been reported and related some of 
the circumstances. They stretch from 
1(539 down into 1903. A bishop. Com¬ 
modore Preble, crews of British war¬ 
ships and many persons have made the 
reports. A noted appearance was at 
Gloucester and Naliant, Mass., in 1817. 
when hundreds of reputable citizens 
saw something and testified to it. It is 
estimated that from <500 to 700 persons 
saw it and people even drove along the 
beach in crowds, keeping up with it as 
it swam along off the shore'.

Some Valuable Stones Have Medicinal 
Properties Ascribed to Them. 

Miiuy of the precious gems that ore 
so highly valued as ornaments were 
once supposed to possess curative pow¬ 
ers. The amethyst, for instance, was 
the stone rtf temperance and sobriety 
and was said to prevent the wearer 
from strong drinks and from indulg¬ 
ing in too much sleep. Further, it was 
believed to quicken the wits and drive 
vapors from the head—altogether a 
most desirable gem to have about one’s 
person. Amethysts should certainly 
become fashionable, l’earls were ad¬ 
ministered in eases of consumption, 
and. when powdered, were recommend¬ 
ed in ten-grain doses to strengthen the 
heart. Besides these virtues they were 
believed to fortify the nerves, cure 
weak eyes, to keep the body sound 
from the decay of old age and even “a 
cordial to resist the plague when taken 
in di scs of six grains in water sweet¬ 
ened with manna.” 

Amber was given to cure coughs and 
diseases of the head, while red coral 
was said to be “an excellent purifier 
of the blood and good for the liver.” 
Jasper was employed by the early phy¬ 
sicians as an astringent and a cure 
for epilepsy and stone. It is prob¬ 
able the wonderful effects attributed 
to this stone were due more to the 
faith of the patient than to the sub¬ 
stance itself. 

The beryl was said to help “deflux¬ 
ions of the throat” and the sardonyx 
“to make men cheerful and avert mel¬ 
ancholy.” The chrysolite was reputed 
to ward off fevers, while the onyx, 
when worn around the neck, was be¬ 
lieved to prevent epileptic tits. The 
opal was said to cure weak eyes and 
the bloodstone was often carried by 
warriors to arrest bleeding from a 
1 wound. 

It will be soon from this list, which 
might be considerably extended, that 
the physicians of old had in precious 
stones a formidable armament to cora- 
i bat many of tho diseases flesh is heir 
to. Whether their modern descendants 
will be bold enough to try their effects 
| remains to be seen. Who knows but 
we may yet hear of the specialist In 
i nervous diseases prescribing powder¬ 
ed jasped for his epileptic patients, ! 
nor need we be surprised to see the

Several Thonsnnd Feet in I.ength, 
Showing Evidence of Skill. 

The Western States and Territories 
contain many evidences that this conti¬ 
nent was once peopled by a race well 
advanced in the arts of civilization, 
says the Chicago Chronicle. A won¬ 
der of apparently prehistoric origin 
lias been discovered recently by a sur¬ 
veyor in northern Idaho. It is the well 
preserved remains of a dike, and lies 
along the east side of a swamp known 
as Hoodoo Lake. Kootenai County, in 
a country thickly covered with timber 
and underbrush. 

The dike is G,tHX> feet in length, is 
built carefully of rock and covered 
with earth. In dimensions it is four 
feet in height and three feet wide on 
top. The dike is broken in two or three 
places for a rod or two, and at one 
point apparently it has been cut in re¬ 
cent years. There are also evidences 
that parts of the dike have been bro¬ 
ken and swept away by floods in times 
long past. Trees over 100 years old 
growing on the crest of the dike also 
attest in some degree to its antiquity. 

The surveyor, William Ashley, was 
at first inclined to the belief that it 
was an old morain of the glacial pe¬ 
riod. sucli as are frequently encounter¬ 
ed in tlie Northwest. Upon close in¬ 
vestigation, however, he was con¬ 
vinced that it was the work of man 
owing to the singular regularity of its 
form and tlie materials which compose 
It. 

The earth’s surface must have un¬ 
dergone some great changes since the 
construction of this dike, for the pres¬ 
ent geological formation of the locality 
renders it useless either for reclama¬ 
tion purposes or to keep back tlie wa¬ 
ter. It could not have been the work 
of Indians. Its origin is suggestive of 
vast expanses of time, and recalls tlie 
work of the ancient mound builders.
